“{T1’S GOOD THAT we know whom we are 
confronting,” Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
assured the nation on television Sunday night; 
“who is standing behind the firebomb-throw- 
ers and the rock-horlers.” 

One specific enemy Mr, Shamir might have 
had in mind was Abu Abbas, author of the 
Achille Lauro outrage, three years ago, who 
had just been announced successor to the 
PLO’s late terrorist master-mind killer Abu 
Jihad. But it tured out that he was not. The 
premier was in fact referring to Faisal Hus- 
seini, head of the now banned Arab Studies 
Centre in East Jerusalem, who had recently 
been placed under administrative detention. 
A “declaration of Palestinian independence” 
had been found among Mr. Husseini’s papers 
before his imprisonment, which the Prime 
Minister's Office arranged to be leaked. The 
document projected a Palestinian state rough- 
ly within the boundaries of the 1947 UN parti- 
tion resolution. 

Forty-one years after the UN General As- 
sembly approved it in the face of a war-threat-

The well-informed Mr. Husseini should 
have realized that no sane Israeli would accept 
it today as even the basis for a discussion; and 
if his purpose was to trade the 1947 paper- 
borders for the 1949 ammistice demarcation 
lines, he went about it in the most grotesque 
and self-defeating way.

Not that the premier, any more than most 
Israelis, would ἔοχ ἃ moment be willing to 
consider the setting up of an even wholly 
demilitarized Palestinian state in the occupied 
territories. Nor would the premier allow, so 
long as it is within his power to prevent it, the 
concession of even the smallest bit of occupied 
territory to either a Palestinian state or, if 
King Hussein somehow changed his mind 
about pulling out of the West Bank, Hashem- 
ite Jordan. The only concession, as he calls it, 
Mr. Shamir is ever to grant is that of 
a carefully limited autonomy to the Palestin- 


ians within the borders of a Greater Israel. 

While they are thus universes apart, Mr. 
Shamir and Mr. Husseini are at one on the 
little matter of Resolution 242, that historic 
set of guidelines for Arab-Israel peacemaking 
which remains essentially unaffected by Hus- 
sein’s turnabout. Both of them have no use for 
it except in the trash-heap of history, or some 
such place. Mr. Husseini, his eyes focussed on 
Palestinian statehood, is blind to 242, pre- 
tending that that old bone of contention be- 
tween the king and Yasser Arafat simply does 
not exist. Mr. Shamir, for bis part, pretends 
that 242’s requirement of Israeli withdrawal 
from “occupied territories” was entirely ful- 
filled in Sinai, and does not apply to Judea. 
Samaria and Gaza. 

Interestingly, both Mr. Shamir and Mr. 
Husseini also share a disinterest in the pro- 
posed, but now defunct, Middle East interna- 
tional conference. 

The commonality of basic orientations, de- 
spite the opposition of vital interests, between 
the Likud and the PLO did not matter so 
much before King Hussein issued his own 
“declaration of independence” of the Pales- 
tinian issue. Until he did so there was still 
hope that the agreement concluded by the 
king with Foreign Minister Shimon Peres last 
April might, if the Aligament came out a 
winner in November, emerge as an accepted 
basis for negotiations. Now that hope is gone. 
Hussein has publicly buried even the idea of a 
joint Jordanian-Palestinian delegation to 


“In the absence of progress towards negoti- 
ations,” U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy observed in Jerusalem on 
Sunday, “the regional environment is becom- 
ing less stable. Extremism is on the rise.” 
What he plainly meant was that the threat of 
renewed war was increasing. Yesterday that 
threat was ironically underscored by the com- 
ing into effect of the cease-fire in the Gulf 
War, which will release vast missiles-and- 
chemicals equipped Iraqi armies from their 
Gulf obligations. 

It is indeed good, even necessary, to know 
whom we are confronting when we are con- 
fronting those whose idea of peace is an- 
chored deep in the quagmire of fantasy.

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A Hungarian 
Jewish rhapsody

ONE IS accustomed to hear fairly 
depressing reports about Jewish 
communities in Eastern Europe. 
Thus it is a refreshing change to 
speak to Janos Gonda, secretary- 
general of the Central Board of 
Hungarian Jews. 
Gonda, 41, had just finished a 
three-month Hebrew ulpan course 
in Jerusalem and was attending the 
World Conference of Jewish Com- 
munities organized by the Religious 
Affairs Ministry in the capital. 

ing a very fluent Hebrew, 
he noted that he had attended the 
uipan because he felt that it was 
essential for the head of any Jewish 
community today to speak Hebrew. 
As a youngster, he had been de- 
prived of the opportunity, but his 
own children were getting a Jewish 
education. 
There are, he said, about 80,000 
Jews in Hungary today. Between 
20,000 and 30,000 of them are esti- 
mated to take some part in Jewish 
life. 
Today, he said, any Jew -- or any 
other Hungarian - is free to leave 
the country. Since the beginning of 
this year, Hungarians have pass- 
ports and use them like the citizens 
of any western country. 

If Hungarian Jews do not leave, it 
is not because they are unable to, 
but because they do not want to, he 
said. Even before the Holocaust, 
except for ἃ small ultra-Orthodox 
community which may now be 
found in Mea Shearim and Brook- 

. the Hungarian Jewish commu- 
was the most assimilated in cen- 


tral Europe. Today the 
intermarriage rate may be as high as 
50 per cent. 


But in the last three or four years, 
he said, there has been a renewed 
interest in religion which has affect- 
ed the entire world, and Hungary 
along with it. For the first time, 
Jews, especially the young, feel that 
they are Jewish and feel good about 
being Jewish. 

For example, the Jewish high 
school, where Jewish studies are of- 
fered along with a secular curricu- 
pea had only nine students seven 

years ago. Today it has 80. 

Hungary, Gonda maintained, is 
the only country in Eastern Europe 
where a Jew is free to live as a Jew. 
In addition to the high school, there 
is a Talmud Tora which 10 years ago 
had 30 youngsters. Today it has 500. 
There is also the only rabbinical 
school in the eastern bloc, with stu- 
dents from Czechoslovakia and 
Russia. 

The overwhelming majority of 
Jews active in community life belong 
to the Neolog Movement, a non- 
Orthodox movement unique to 
Hungary. Relations between the 
Orthodox and non-Orthodox are 
excellent, he said. There are 18 
functioning synagogues in Budapest 
and on the high holidays there was 
an overflow crowd at the main syna- 
gogue, which holds some 5,000 wor- 
shij 


Gonda mentioned several agen- 
cies which have helped maintain or 
revive the Hungarian Jewish com- 
munity: the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, the Jewish Agency, the 
Worid Jewish Congress and the.Me- 

morial Foundation for Jewish Cul- 
ture. 

Relations with Israel include visits 
in both directions. Fifteen Hungar- 
ian teenagers have come this sum- 
mer for a visit, and a children’s choir 
from Budapest arrived this week for 
the Zimriya song festival. 

Since March, there has been a low 
level Hungarian diplomatic repre- 
sentative in Tel Aviv, with an Israeli 
counterpart in Hungary. The Hun- 
garians last year issued 30,000 visas 
to Israelis to visit Hungary and this 
year an even larger number is ex-

CHICAGO (AP) - Chicago, long

At the centre of the controversy is 
former mayoral aide Steve Cokely, 
who once claimed among other 
things that “the Aids epidemic is a 
result of doctors, especially Jewish 
ones, who inject Aids into blacks. 

Cokely’s statements, made during 
lectures before he held his City Hall 
post, did not gain widespread atten- 
tion until the city’s newspapers pub- 

lished them in April. 

Mayor Eugene Sawyer, who is 

. dismissed Cokely five on 
later. The delay dismayed Chicago’s 
Jewish community, but some black 
leaders rallied to Cokely’s defense, 
saying his firing was outrageous and 
symptomatic of the power Jews ex- 
ert over blacks. 

Louis Farrakhan, who heads the 
Chicago-based Nation of Islam, said 
Cokely's remarks offended Jewish 
leaders “because the truth hurts.”

Pat on the back — 
for Israeli tennis 


The remarkable success of the Israeli under-18 tennis team in 
reaching the final of the Valerio Cup -- effectively the European 
junior championships -- is a reward, not only for the talent and 
determination of the two young players concerned, Raviv Weidenfeld 
and Boaz Merenstein, bat also for the vision, patience and dedication 
of the Israe] Tennis Centres and the commitment of the Israel Tennis 
Association to transforming Israel, long-term, into a top-rank tennis 
nation. 

Tennis can be misleading, because a national team can consist of as 
few as two players: if they are excellent, and in form, their country’s 
tennis can appear to be the best in the world. For instance, the 
strength of West German tennis may be over-estimated because of 
Bort is Becker and Steffi Graf, whereas there is no doubt that Sweden, 
with its apparently bottomless reservoir of gifted players - their 
juniors beat the Israelis in the final - is far and away the world’s 
strongest tennis country. 

The beauty of the Israe] Tennis Centres system is not that it has 
produced Gilad Bloom, Amos Mansdorf, Raviv Weidenfeld and 
Boaz Merenstein, but that behind them there are scores of talented 
seo gaad devoting their summer holidays to trying to improve their 

onus. 

Wherever they are in the country, because of the policy of the ITCs 
and the ITA, children can find courts, equipment and coaches to 
enable them to play under guidance for hours on end. It is indeed an 
inspiring sight, at a time when most other Israeli sports are in the 
doldrums, to see hundreds of eager youngsters making the tennis 
centres hum like beehives throughout the summer. 

No other sport in the country provides comparable facilities for the 
young: in every sport envious administrators wonder why they cannot 
achieve what the ITC did. Some people explain tennis’ success by 
claiming that other sports are ruined by politicization, which the ITC 
managed to avoid; others contend that the ITC was lucky in that it 
cashed in on the tennis boom to raise funds from donors infected by 
the tennis virus. 

Getting children in their very early teens to fall in love with teonis 
does involve the danger of their suffering physical and mental burn- 
out. We have seen the sad case of Tracy Austin, now bravely trying to 
make a comeback, and others, who matured too early as tennis 
players for their own good. Some children, full of promise and crazy 
about tennis at the age of eleven, can discover that the world is full of 
other wonders when they turn 15 or 16. 

On the whole, the Israelis running tennis have managed to avoid 
this danger. It should, however, never be ignored by over-zealous 
administrators and coaches hungry for too-quick success. Patience

Seb Coe rejected for 
British Olympic squad 


LONDON (Reuter) -- Sebastian 
Coe, Olympic 1,500 meters champi- 
on in 1980 and 1984, has failed to 
win a place in Britain’s team for next
